WttLAfcD BOLT* 


Alfalfa h«y is the main cash crop of a Dane 


County (Wisconsin) correspondent of Capper's 
Farmer. He selected alfalfa as the backbone of 
his farming plan because it eliminates plowing 
and planting; and cultivating every year — the 
ground doe* not lose nitrogen — and it does not 
wash. To me«t the competition of shipped-in al- 
alfalfa hay he bal«f right from the window — thus 


tavinf mil of the leaves and also saving the extra labor of hauling and 
mowing loose hay before baling. When imported hay forces the price too 
low he feeds lambs — experience having proved that lambs will pay him 
$16 per ton for f 10 Alfalfa hay when properly handled. 


Purdue University hai been studying the relative merits of corn and 


soybeans to go ahead of a crop of wheat. When properly inoculated, the 
soybeans have the power of taking nitrogen from the air — and the results 


' were that wheat following soybeans made an average of 31 8 bushels to 


the acre against an average of only 25 bushels following corn.— Indiana 
Farmer's Guide.

The South has been growing lecpedesa much longer than we have in 
the com belt and those boys ought to know what they are talking about. 
A writer in Southern Agriculturist says that many weeds start so much 
earlier in the spring than does lespedeza that it is vitally important to clip 
the weeds if you want clean hay. This should be done as soon as the weeds 
stand high enough and before the lespedeia is sufficiently tall to be caught 
by the cutter. If you do not have one of the new-type mowers with a 
wheel to carry the end of the cutter bar when raised, any blacksmith can 
make a slide shoe to support the end of the railed bar. 


Growing a hundred bushels of com to the acre is simply a matter of 


arithmetic, according to Missouri Rurali.it. Of course you have to have 
suitable weather and soil and seed and cultivation. Having these, your job 
is to get enough ears of the right kind from every hill. With 3,600 hills 
to the acre, four 10-ouncc ears to the hill will give you 125 bushels to the 
acre. If your four ears are only T inches long and weigh but 6 ounces you 
will get 76 bushels. And if you grow four nubbins to the hill, weighing 
but 4 ounces to the nubbin, you still have a 60-busheI crop. From the 
state-wide averages we Me, apparently the big job is to get four ears of 
any kind to the hill. - 
__

Here are some fertilizer fact* offered by American Agriculturist 


Potato growers know that a half ton of 5-8-7 or 5-8-5 will make a profit. 
On earn for grain, 10 tons of snperphosphated manure, plus SCO pounds 
of superphosphate in the drill, should give a good crop. Use 300 pound* 
of •uperpho»phate for small grain following the com. Beans and canning 
peas should show a profit on ZOO to 300 pounds of 4-16-4, bat it mast not 
come in contact with the seed. For cabbage, us* the same treatment a* 
for com—but if manure is not available use 500 to 1,000 pounds of 4-16-4. 
If no manure is used, tomatoes should receive not 1«M than 1,200 pounds 
of 4-16-4. 


Although the idea has hardly progressed beyond the experimental 
•tage, a concern in California is successfully growing tomatoes and pota- 
to** without planting them in soil. The plants are grown in wet straw— 
suspended in water which contains all necessary plant foods. They are 
grown indoors where they are free from insect peets and adverse w«ather 
conditions and weeds—and under these controlled conditions tomatoes 
yield, np to a million pounds to the acre while potatoes run up to a thou- 
sand bushels.—Pennsylvania Farmer. 


Last rear Cornell University decided to find oat something definite 


•boat the losses of soil and water on sloping fields. On a slope near Ithaca, 
New York, they planted potatoes in rows running downhill on part of the 
field. On the adjoining part they planted the rows across the slope and 
used alternating strip* of potatoes, oats and clover. The result was that 
the land that waa planted up and down hill lost 14 tons of top-soil to the 
acre as compared with a loss of only about a bushel of soil for the other 
piece—and the fleM that was improperly planted lost 14 times as much 
water as the other.—Ohio Farmer.

York Sun, conies from a newspaper 
published in 18«2: 


"Nearly all animals carry on a reg- 


ular business and In their variety rep- 
resent vnrious trades among men.

The torpedo, 
the raj, and the electric eel are elec- 
tricians. The nautilus Is a navigator.
